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KILLS A CHICK 


F armer, Summoned by Noise, 
Found Insect’s Mardibles 
Buried in Fowl. 


Special to th> Post-Dispatch. 
CLAREMONT, Va., July 1.—E. E. 
West, a prominent farmer, living near 


Bacon Castle, has captured a mammoth 
und most ferocious specimen of the in- 
Bect family. 

The facts relating to the - creature 
sound imaginative, but they are sub- 
stantiated by specimens. 

While sitting with his wife on their 
front porch Mrs. West heard the frantic 
eries of a chick. She has lost a num- 
ber of chickens this season by ‘‘var- 
mints,’ and. taAinking they had become 
emboldened by frequent visits to her 
coops, to make an early raid, she ran 
to the rescue. 

Soon her cries brought Mr. West. and 
instead of a rat or a weasel or a pole- 
eat they found an enormous bug hold- 
ing in tenacious grip a chicken that 
would weigh fully a pound. 

Force was used by the two to free the 
little victim, and it was found the bug, 
which had body two inches long bv 
one and three-fourths broad, with legs 
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three inches long, was provided w',h 
strong horns, prong-shaped and fa. .- 
ened to the head like those of a buck 
deer, and these were buried in the soft 
body of his prey. The bug’s method of 
attack was to hold the chicken with its 
fore feet while it forced its sharp, bone- 
like horns into its victim. 

The chicken died soon after being re- 
leased, and when Mr. West eased up 
on the bug with the stick with which 
he was holding it down it again rushed 
upon the body of the dead chicken. The 
bug was finally killed by piercing with 
a penknife the point between the heau 
and the body. 

The bug is black, and resembles in 
body a locust, but it seems to be a 
beetie. Mr. West is of the opinion that 
it is one of perhaps hundreds of beetles 
that have lived in Bacon's castle 
centuries, and by some circumstances 
of nature have endured till they grew to 
this enormous size; that the daily loss 
of little chickens in t e nei *rorh 9° 
may be due to these bugs instead of to 
the four-legged marauders.

as ever, just as busy, and the captains 
of industry are working just as persist- 
ently to build up a big city—but the 
streets of El Paso dre no longer dirty. 
In fact, for general cleanliness, El Paso 
now vies with Denver, Detroit, Minne- 
apolis or Atlanta. Tracts of ground that 
were last year barren enough to be in 
Butte, Mont., are now covered with 
wavy, green grass. Flower beds fringe 
the walks. The streets are “‘spick and 
span.”’ Debris no longer litters the 
parks. There has been a genetal awak- 
ening to the city beautiful. 

El Paso women, under the leadership 
of Mrs. B. F. Hammett, formerly of 8t. 
Louls, wrought this remarkable trans- 
formation. 

A dozen or so women organized the 
Civic Improvement League last winter. 
At first, the new organization scarcely 
created a ripple on the surpace of the 
busy whirl of industrial activity. The 
membership was small. Nobody seemed 
to take the league seriously—nobody ex- 
cept the charter members, themselves. 

But undaunted, these women took for 
their slogan, ‘‘Make El Paso Beauti- 
ful,’ and. they talked civic improve- 
ment morning, noon and night. They 
kept so everlastingly at it that, like the 
constant dropping of water on a stone, 
at last an impression was made. 

Now the Civic League is a factor not 
to be reckoned Hghtly—and that, too, in 
a State where: women are women, and 
where Mary Ellen Lease, with. her 
equality doctrines, could never fee] at 
home. 

The transformation of El Paso from a 
city of littered streets and poorly kept 
parks to as pretty a municipality as can 
be found anywhere in the United States, 
came about with Aladdin-lamp se anes 
ness. 

A new municipal stectaismwaneia was 
ushered in last April. Capt. Charles 
Davis was elected Mayor. He is a man 
who does things. He won his title by 
fighting for the Confederacy in the Civil 
War. After the war, he became a cap- 
tain of industry and got. rich. Capt. 
Davis was one of the men who had 
been too busy with seven-story buildings 
and other things material to lend time 
to municipal] ornamentation. Yet, when 
a. score of the leaguers swooped down 
upon him in his office one day and re- 
quested the co-operation of his adminis- 
tration, Capt. Davis. always chivalrous, 
turned willing ear to the appeal. 

The membership of the league had in- 
creased from time to time until ttg 
roster included nearly all of the smart 
dames and maids of El Paso, when the 
call was made at the Mayor's office. 

“Mr. Mayor, we want to make a gen- 
eral clean-up of El Paso,”’ the leader 
announced, ‘‘and we want to ask you to 
issue a proclamation designating a cer- 
tain day upon which everybody must 
make his premises as presentable as 
possible—and we want that day to be 
very soon, Mr. Mayor, please.’’ 

‘‘Looks like a clever idea,” the Mayor 
replied. 

“Of course, it’s a clever idea,” 
women responded in concert. 

So the day was designated—and a 
great day it was. 

Talk about the annual spring house- 
cleanings such as the paragraphers and 


cartoonists picture as driving men from 
home! 

The most strenuous housecleaning 
could not begin to compare with that 
city cleaning day. 

It was an epoch in the history of El 
Paso—something that will be sung to 
the coming generation. 

Every prisoner in the city and county 
jails was ordered out to work. Wagons 
standing on the streets were pressed 
into service, and every man who came 
in the way of the crusaders, Be he hobo 
or bank president, was importuned to 
ald the good work. 

The women themselves took brooms 
and joined the spotless-town throng 
and, as they swept, they did not forget 
to boss the men who worked within 
range. Hundreds of tons of scrap paper, 
orange peels, boards, boxes, tin cans 
and other unsightly rubbish were gath- 
ered and hauled to a dumping place on 
the banks of the Rio Grande River. 

This preliminary skirmish having been 
successfully carried out, the women 
started out next day and personally re- 
quested every merchant and shopkeeper 
to have his sidewalk carefully swept 
before 7 o'clock each morning. 

The ee dew was then in the ascenden- 
cy—it h become a power in the com- 
was cheert so the 7 o'clock sweeping order 
was cheerfully obeyed. That alone made 

great we thee cong in the general ap- 
seneanes & the city, because, under the 
previous order of t ‘ings, sometimes the 
sidewalks were not swept for a week 
or more. What were at first gentle re- 
quests from the women soon became as 
mandates, for the sucvess so far at- 
tained begot much courage. Therefore. 
it was ordered that each house, be it 
storeroom or residence, must maintain 
a receptacle for trash, and that the con- 
tents of such es must be 


the 


hauled away to the Rio Grande dump 
at Stated and frequent intervals. 

having started cleanliness and tidi- 
ness in- the downtown. districts, the 
} leaguers then invaded the residence 
districts, where they found their task 
comparatively easy, for their coming 
had been, in many instances, antici- 
pated, and all E) Paso became convert- 
ed to cleanliness. 


The Parks Beautified. 


But cleanliness alone was not enough. 
The parks needed attention. Vegeta- 
tion in this country does not thrive ex- 
cept where irrigation is applied. San 
Jacinto. Park, commonly known as the 
plaza, is in the very heart of the city. 
The grass in that park last year was 


brown—almost sunbaked to death. 
Water was turned on, and now there is 
not a spot in the far-famed bluegrass 
region of Kentucky that is prettier 
than the green carpet covering San 
Jacinto Park. Trees had been set out 
in the park several years ago, but they 
had never been given attention and 
they were a sickly-looking specimen of 
forestry. Now there are no prettier 
trees anywhere in the United States. 

The streets were made spotless and 
they are being kept so, for the city 
administration now sees to that. The 
— were beautified. The public li- 

rary grounds were jhavousbie gone 
over until now they rival a Passadent 
garden—in fact, the work of the league 
is evident from one end of El Paso to 
the other. 

It may have seemed to some easily 
satisfied persons that the league had 
fulfilled its purpose and that it mi oes 
take a respite. But the women 4i 
think so. They longed for more dorite 
to conquer. 

“What will they do next?’ 
question very generally asked. 

And the next thing the women did was 
to make war upon indiscriminate ex- 
pectoration. They found a law on the 
city statute books prohibiting spitting 
on sidewalks, street cars or other pub- 
lic places. But the law was a dead let- 
ter. 

The women had a heart-to-heart talk 
with Chief of Police Hall and the law 
was resurrected. Its recrudescence was 
the signal for numerous arrests, for be 
it known that there are many men in 
El Paso who excel the . farmers of 
Southern Indiana at long distance spit- 
ting, with a crack in the floor for a 
target. Several prominent citizens were 
haled before the a judge, who him- 
self, is not entirely slow as a consumer 
of tobacco. Fines were imposed, but 
were cheerfullly paid. And now, by 
force of habit, the most confirmed spit- 
ters in El Paso have learned to wait 
until within range of a cuspidor. 

Tobacco spitting, however, was not 
the worst feature. E)’ Paso's genial 
climate brings hundreds of consumptives 
thither, and, as the medical profession 
is a unit in declaring that tubercular 
sputum carries yp a a the anti-spit- 
ting crusade was doubtless a movement 
toward promoting the healthfulness of 
the city. 


The Women Who Did It. 


And now for a word personal about 
El Paso women. They are not advo- 


cates of woman suffrage. They are not 
mannish. But they are brave, for none 
but the brave would voluntarily assume 
the task of removing an offensive pi 
pen—that’s what members of the civic 
League did only a short while ago. The 
leaguers are clothed with much munici- 
pal-authority, and a wave of their tiny 
hands “is equivalent in effect to a rap 
over the head with a policeman’s billy. 
A man in the residence district under- 
took to outwit the Meat Trust by rais- 
ing his own pork. He built a pen for 
his pigs. The pen smelled some. There- 
at the leaguers turned up their pretty 
noses, whiffed the ozone and decreed 
that the man must send his hogs out 
to a farm. He didn't have the farm, so 
he sold them to a butcher. 

This little incident serves to indicate 
the versatility of the El Paso (Civic 
Leaguers. They can train a trailing 
rose vine over a rustic arbor or they 
can banish swine with equal poise and 
grace.

DES MOINES Io., July 1.—A gila

If he 
1asn't these qualities, however, you 
might as well tie a can to him at 
once, for no coaching on earth can do 
him any good. In these days, when 
a ball Is breaking three or four ways.

While one inquest was held 
over the 51 victims, members of the 
jury were informed before they’ com- 
pleted their task that they would be 
paid by Leiter the same as for sitting 
on sO many individual cases, and also 
that they would be paid additional 
fees for assisting in cleaning the 
bodies. 

Coroner Adams was paid by Leiter 
$11 for each of the bodies over which 
an inquest was held and an addition- 
al $15 for each of the bodies which he 
buried, making $11 for his work.

ZIEGLER, Ill., July 1.—Because of an 
extraordinary condition of affairs exist- 
ing in Franklin County, State’s Attorney 
William P. Seeber has called upon At- 
torney-Genera] Stead to assist him in 
prosecuting the Ziegler Coal Co. and 
Joseph Leiter for the mine hvrror that 
snuffed out 51 lives. 

Almost since.the day of the big ex- 
plosion State's Attorney Seeber has pro- 
ceeded with the duties of his office with- 
out the co-operation of the other county 
officials. Often, he says, he has been 
hampered by ‘their open opposition to 
any attempt to prosecute Leiter. 

The antagonism is not founded upon 
any personal dislike for Seeber by his 
neighbors, but upon a friendship for 
Leiter and his coal company. 

It is particularly noticeable among the 
farmers of Franklin County that senti- 
ment is overwhelmingly favorable to 
Leiter; and in the towns this s@ntiment 
is almost universal. The reason is found 
in the fact that the coming of Joseph 
Leiter marked an epoch in the history 
of Franklin County, which has not been 
as prosperous as some of its neighbors. 

When Leiter first announced that he 
would spend $2,000,000 in his coal mine 
and erect a new town, many natives 
doubted it, but their doubts were dis- 
pelled when Leiter began buying land

“I have beén the family’s 
physician for years. The father became 
a complete nervous wreck when he 
failed’ in business. He took to his bed 
and never left it till he died about three 
months later. I fear the same thing 
will happen to the son.”’ 

80 sudden wag the man’s collapse that 
fumo?fs were current in Clinton that he 
had attempted to commit suicide by 
taking a drug. The doctor and others 
who know, declare that this rumor is 
entirely without foundation. 

Casey refuses to talk about -his case.

“At this farm the elcer Gasey lived 
Here he had a magznificent herd of 
shorthorns, headed by an imported bull, 
registered in tBRe stock records as 
‘Choice Goods.’ He was once_a mem- 
ber of King Edward's English herd. 

“For this animal, when it. was little 
more than a calf, a big price was paid 
by the elder Casey. He is valued now 
at $10,000...§ He has competed in every 
Shorthorn event of. note and has never 
been defeated in the show ring. He 
carried off a prize of $1900 at the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition. The Casey 
herd was probably the finest in the 
United States. 

“Casey's ranches. were too numerous 
for him or Towers, his partner, to give 
them the attention they needed. ‘the 
ranches were expensively operated and 
drew largely on the resources of Casey. 
He was obliged to borrow. The young- 
er Casey had married Kate, the daugh- 
ter of Dr. Salmon, and for that reason, 
as well as for the reason that Casey 
was believed to be entirely ‘sufficient,’ 
the bank. and the Salmons guaranteed 
the paper Casey was obliged to sell. 


Becomes Bank Manager. 


“The younger Casey had studied law 
and: he became the law partner of Judge 
Gantt. When Gantt was chosen Su- 
preme Judge the younger/Casey went 
into a law partnership with me, under 
the style of Owen & Casey. In 1896, 
many years before his father became in- 
volved, young Casey was made man- 
ager of the Salmon Bank. 

“The elder Casey's affairs went from 
bad to worse. The bank contthued to 
indorse Ids notes, believing he would 
recover. There was universal disap- 
pointment when the elder Casey failed 
for about $1,000,000. 

“Immediately after his failure, Casey 
took to his bed, a nervous wreck, and 
never left it. He died a few months 
later.’’ 

He vcarried life insurance amounting 
to $150,000, of which $20,000 was absolute- 
ly made over to his wife. She insist- 
ed on relinquishing her claim to this 
money,and, with the remainder, it wen. 
to satisfy the creditors. 

Mrs. Casey is living at the Henry 
County farm and Thomas has been sup- 
porting her. 

‘Before the ‘elder Casey died he 
deeded all his property over to the Sal- 
mon Bank. The bank, which had guar- 
anteed his paper, was obliged 
pny it as it fell due. This paper 
been maturing since the failure of Ca- 
sey in October, 1903, and the bank has 
been paying it. 

The younger Casey, as manager of 
the bank, took a special interest in this 
paper, and it was this interest that led 
to the irregularities for which he 
now held accountable. 


Wanted $300,000 for Farm. 


Ever since the failure of his father, 
Tom Casey, as the agent of the bank, 
has\been trying to sell the wstock farm. 
It was an unwieldy asset. The land, as 
a farm, was worth not more than $00 
an-acre, or about $120,000. As a fine 
stock proposition, to a fancier, of 
wealth and appreciation, it was worth 
a fancy price. This price Casey has 
been trying to realize, from pride in 
the plant his father had planned and in- 
stalled. He has had various negotia- 
tiens looking to a profitable sale. The 
most recent one was early the present 
year. The other party to these negot!- 
ations was a wealthy Bostonian, and 
the price under consideration was $300.- 
(00. Had he closed the dea! at this price 
he might have been able te save the 
bank. 

For some time before the crash on 
June 21 there had been rumors that 
the Salmon bank was insolvent. It had 
been examined early in January, 1906, 
under the administration of Secretary 
of State Cook and pronounced solvent. 

Early in June the rumor of tnsolvency 
became acute. Bank Examiner § (Cook 
began to list the coilateral which the 
Salmon Bank had in the financia) insti- 
tutions of Kansas City and St. Louis 
with a view to making a searching in- 
vestigation of the bank’s condition.

WHAT MAKES PATRIOTS? 

Miss Martha S. Bensley, in the July number of 
Everybody’s Magazine, tells her experiences as a 
nursery governess, and among other things bewails 
the fate of the child who lives in hotels, moving 
constantly from place to place with its wealthy and 
peripatetic parents.

HOW BURBANK CHANGES PLANT LIFE. 
George Archibald Clark in Success Magazine. . 

The processes by which Luther Burbank, the fa- 
mous horticu.turalist, works are not new oF peeuiiar. 
They are in accord with well-known and unaiterable 
laws of nature. The principal me hods used are 8 Iec- 
tion and crossing. Natu:e is using these same pro- 
cesses every day. The bees and the wind carry the 
pollen of one flower to fertilize another, thus bringing 
about the crossing of spccies, The struggle for ex. 
istence and a tho. sand circumstances of growth and 
development tend to weed out the unfit among the 
piants, leaving the best to survive. This is seiection, 
But where nature's operations are largely left to 
chance and accideni, Mr. Buibank gives them in‘el- 
ligent direction and his results are sure and immedi- 
ate, 

He takes two plants whose life habits, structure and 
environment may have been wholly different. He 
brings them together, implanting the po.ln of one 
upon the stigma of the other. As a result the spec.es 
are thrown into a state, of perturbation—set to 
“wabbling,” as {t were. The life-tendencies are broken 
up by the shock. The plants resul ing from the cross- 
ing may resemble one or the other of the parent 
plants. These are not important. ‘Some of the plants 
will combine the best qualities of the parents. From 
these improved varieties of fruits and flowers are 
produced. Some of the plants will be diff-rent from 
either parent—perhaps unlike any other pant in ex- 
istence. From these unusual variants new plants may 
be developed. He selecis his original subjects from 
far and near. He brings a raspberry from Siberla 
to combine it with a blackberry of California. He 
brings a p:um from China to combine In with a native 
apricot. An experiment is built up on the foundation 
of a common wild flower, as the daisy, for example. 
In another experiment, a fower from Australia may 
be used. He brings a cactus from Central America 
to cross with a species from Arizona. 

Having crossed his species, he plants the s-eds. 
From the resulting seedlings he selects the single

Th y are put into the ice- 
box or into the hotlox for from thirty to a hundred 
hours, an@ then, being taken out, are vermiited to 
undergo their final transforma‘ion, wh reupon, of 
course, they appear as full- d ed butt rflies. By 
comparing’them with ordinary butterfiles of the same 
species, it is easy to see what the effect of the cold or 
the heat has been. Invariably, as Dr. Seifert has 
found, their colors are made much more subdued Dy 
the cold and much more vivid and brilliant by the 
heat. 

By exposing local New York butterflies to the 
treatment, Dr. Seifért has produced varieties such as

Junior Members of Clinton

Were Told Long Ago That 
Things Would Be Made Right 


C. T, BUNCE REFUSES 
TO MAKE STATEMENT 


Official Who Conducted Last 
Examination Declines to Ex- 
plain Failure of State to 
Take Action. 


‘The Salmon Bank has been insol- 
vent since the failure of George W. 
Casey in October, 1903,’ said Bank Ex- 
aminer Robert M. Cook to a Post-Dis- 
patch representative Tuesday. “I can- 
not see why the discovery of this fact 
was not made at one of the former 
State exuminations of the bank’s con- 
dition.’’ 

Maj. Harvey Salmon, junior member 
of the banking firm, was a close per- 
sonal and political friend of Sam B. 
Cook, Secretary of State before 
Swanger, the present incumbent, who 
took charge early in January. It was 
Cook’s duty to investigate, through 
his bank examiners, the condition of 
the bank. 

“What were your relations with Sam 
Cook?” was asked of Maj. Salmon by 
e Post-Dispatch representative. 

“We were close friends,” was 
answer. 

“Did that friendship, in your opin- 
ion, affect the attitude of the State 
DepartMent toward your bank?’ 

“T am sure it did not,’’ was the an- 
swer. “The bank examiners were told 
that we expected to sell the Casey 
ranch for a sum which would put the 
bank beyond the reach of trouble. The 
negotiations were under way.”’ 

Ex-Secretary of State Sam B. Cook, 
interviewed at Jefferson City, de- 
clined to discuss the failure of the 
Salmon Bank. He said that the reports 
of the examinations made of the bank 
during his administration are on file 
in the Department of State and that 
his successor is at liberty to make 
them public if he so desires. Beyond 
this he will make no statement what- 
ever, 


Last Biainination Under Bunce 

Lee McDonald, now of fhe Common- 
wealth Trust Co. of St. Louis, was Bank 
Examiner in the Clinton. district under 
A. A. Lesseur and Sam B. Cook. He 
wets succeeded by C. T. Bunce, now 
with the Exchange Bank at Webb City, 
Mo., and the man who made the last 
exainination of the Salmon Bank under 
the Cook administration.

REFORM JUDGE |S 


a an 


Sees That Grand and Petit 
Juries Are Composed Only 
of Law-Abiding Citizens. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Miss., July 1.—Judge 
Cochran, who has been making such 
strenuous warfare on crime in his Cir- 
cuit Ceurt district, has introduced sev- 
eral reforms in the administration of 
justice which are worthy of imitation. 
To begin with, the Judge found that 
the greatest difficulty in the way ol 
securing convictions of criminals was 
in the selection of the grand and petit 
juries. He found that grand jurors were 
selected in many cases who were direct- 
ly in sympathy with criminals, and 
that petit juries were made up of the 
same materials in many cases. 

To overcome this handicap, the Judge 
announced that he was going to purge 
the juries and would have none but 
honest men on therm, men of standing in 
their communities, who could be relied 
on to present criminals for trial and 
who would not hesitate to convict when 
guilt was established. 

The Judge served 
Boards of Supervisors in his district 
that they must give him such men or 
he would make his own ‘selections. 

The Judge recentiy announced that 
he intended to sentence as many crim- 
inals to the county farms as possibile. 
in other words, that in All cases where 
the punishment was to.be imprison- 
ment for a short term he would send 
the prisoners to the county farms in- 
Stead of the State Penitentiary. He 
contends that the counties have to pay 
the burden of the trials and should get 
the benefits of the prisoners’ labor. 
This will not only lessen the number of 
State convicts, but it will enable the 
counties to recoup the expenses of 
criminal trials. The Judve finds™-also 
that most criminals, eapecially the nhe- 
grees, would raiher serye vo years in 
the Penitentiary than @ne on the coun- 
ty farms.

Peary expects to establish his: — 
depot and sub-base, take on board - 
kimos and dogs, and hopes to reach 
Grant Land early in September, where 
he will winter. The dash over the polar 
ice is to be begun in February, 1906, the 
journey to be made on siedges drawn 
by dogs. 

The Roosevelt is said to contain as 
much powerful machinery as can be 
crowded into her hull, and on a trial 
a few days ago developed a speed un- 
der unfavorable circumstances of 
12. knots. Commander Peary be- 
lives the ship capable of adding another 
knoi to this speed when conditions are 
favorable. The ship, which is schooner 
rigged and only’ carries her sails as 
auxiliary power, has a displacement of 
1590 tons. Her dimensions are: Length 
over all, 182 feet; breadth over all, 3 
feet 6 inches; depth, 16 1-5 feet; mean 
draught, 16 feet; gross tonnage, 614. 

Capt. Robert Bartlett, hephew of 
Peary's former shipmaster, Capt. 
Bartlett, will be the navigator of the 
Roosevelt. He was mate ‘on :Peary’s 
1898 trip north, and although ne is only 
30 years old, as a New-rounaland seal 
fishing shipmaster is a thorough and 
experienced navigator in the ice-filled 
waters of the North. 

Commander Peary has from the be- 
ginning of his work in the Arctic al- 
ways approached the region by the 
Smith Sound or American route. It Is 
this route that he intends to follow in 
his next jousrey northward. 

“This has been,’ he says, ‘‘the favor- 
ite route for American expeditions, and 
American explorers have lifted the 
coast line out of the Arctic mists and 
darkness to the very northern Ultima 
Thule in 8 degrees 39 minutes north 
latitude. The majority of Arctic ex- 
plorere and geographers, practical and 
theoretical, concede this route to be the 


most practical. Its advantages are a/| 
land base 100 miles nearer the Pok _ 


than on any other rouie, a firmer ice- 
pack to traverse, a wide coast line to 
which to return and the opportunity ot 
doing the work in one year. 

“It has a somewhat greater difficult)

“Contrary to popular fdeas, the work 
which an Arctic ship has to do is not 
principally that of breaking up one 
season's ice, as is done by river and 
harbor ice-breakers in Canadian and 
Russian waters,’’ said Mr. Peary. ‘‘Such 
conditions of level, unbroken ice of uni- 
form thickness are found only in Mel- 
ville Boy on the upward voyage, where 
the one-seaso™ ice is encountered, and 
late in the season when the new Ice {ts 
beginning to form. The main work o? 
an Arctic ship is that of threading anu 
pushing and wedging and prying her 
way along and between and around 
fragments and cakes of ice, the latter 
of such thickness as 20 to 50 and to 70 
fect, and through which nothing could 
break a passage.

NEW YORK, July 1.—The connection 
of George Westinghouse with former 
President Grover Cleveland and Judge 
O’Brien in the trusteeship of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance Society is result- 
ing in a general review of the’ million- 
aire’s business career by men who have 
been connected with him in the various 
important financial transacticns in 
which he has been engaged. 

William Stanley of Great Barrington, 
Mass., is quoted as saying that he sold 
his electric patents to Mr. Westinghouse 
in 1885 for $530,000. The Westinghouse 
Electric Co. was organized and filed its 
certificate Dec. 23, 1885, at Harrisburc, 
Pa. The certificate set forth that 18,090 
shares of the stock, fully paid up, non- 
assessabie and of the face value of 
$900,000, were for Mr. Westinghouse, in 
payment for the Stanley patents. 

The next year Mr. Westinghouse pur- 
chased for $15,000 the patents of Goul- 
ard & Gibbs, of England, to certain 
electric machinery for the producing 
and utilizing of secondary electric cur- 
rents. 

With these patents in his possession 
and. the receipt for £3,000 ($15,000) in his 
pocket, Mr. Westinghouse turned to the 
electric company. The records show 
that he sold to his electric company 
these self-same patents for 60,000 shares 
of the company’s stock, face value §$3,- 
000,000. Thus Mr. Westinghouse for an 
outlay of $65,000 received 78,000 shares 
of stock in the Westinghouse Electric 
Co., of a par value of $3,000,000; at least, 
so it would appear from the. official!

$700,000, to Mr. Westinghouse, receiving 
in return certain securities. 

It is noticeable that in the reports of 
the Equitable Society in subsequent 
years there appeared $700,000 of West- 
inghouse securities. It has not been

Austin Voices a Belief That There Are Too Many Statues. 
and Memorials in Its State House Grounds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., July 1.—Apropos of 
the erection of the Mexican War Vet- 
eran monument, which is proposed to 


ibe placed at some place in the capitol 


grounds, there, has been considerable 
criticism of the idea of filling the capitol 
grounds with so many monuments. Al- 
ready there are three lining the capitol 
waik om the south side of the building 
and another, the Terry Ranger monu- 
ment, is in preparation and will be com- 
pleted by November, 1906. 

There are those who seem to think 
that still another monument placed 
along this walk wiil give a crowded ap- 
pearance which would not be artistic 
and satisfactory. It is the intention to 
erect, the Mexican War Veteran monv- 
ment on the capitol grounds, but the ex- 
act*place has not been decided. This 
has been a matter of discussion and 
criticism for years, and there are those 
who think placing so many monuments 
along the main walk would give the 
capitol grounds the appearance of a 
cemetery. Some of the monuments are 
already very.conspicuous for more rea- 
sons than that they occupy places along 
the walk. Whii-s there is no one who 
would discourage the idea of placing 
monuments to the memory and valor of 
heroes, still there are those who believe 


that this idea should be kept within 
the bounds of artistic designs, and, 
above a'l things the work of the model- 
ing and erection of these monuments 
should be left open to real artists. 

It has been suggested that the Mexi- 
can war monument could be very ap- 
propriately placed on the slope near the 
land office. Others have suggested that 
it be erected on the north side of the 
capitol. There are a number of suit- 
able spots more appropriate °' than 
along the south walk. 

Pompeo Coppini, who has in charge 
the Terry Ranger monument, was in 
the city recently and he made a few 
valuable suggestions as to the plans 
for beautifying the city. He was averse 
to the idea of placing so many monu- 
ments in the capitol grounds. 

On the other hand, those who favor 
the idea of placing more monuments 
in the capitol grounds do so on the 
plea that it would be a good idea to 
make Austin conspicuous and unique in 
this respect and let it be known as the 
city of monuments. They seem to 
think that the crowding of the monu- 
ments will be effective, the same as a 
collection of different works of art in a 
museum. The capitol grounds cover 
several acres, and-numerous monuments 
of real artistic value could be displayed 
there.

Mo., July 1.~Some 
weeks ago the Chief of Police, Ben 
McCune, presented a proposition to the 
City Council which was adopted. It 
was for police alarm bells, one to be 
placed at the corner of the Park Hvery 
barn on North Main, and the other at 
the Young corner on South Main. 

Marshall McCune made out a blank 
form, which has been printed on cards. 
The central at the telephone office uses 
one of there cards each night. At 6 
o'clock in the evening Night Marshal! 
Brott rings up from the South Main 
station and at the same time Night 
Marshal Culleton rings up from tke 
North Main station, and central rocords 
the report on her card. One poltcemane 
starts north and the other south and 
at 6:30 each rings up at an alternate 
station, and s0 on through the night 
they have a half hour to patroi the four 
blocks. This gives them time to inspect 
important places as they go along, but 
not time enough to kill any time. In 
the morning at 6 o'clock, when the 
night men go off duty, the central's 
report will tell its own story as com- 
pletely as a train dispatcher'’s report 
of a night’s work. 

In this way it will be an easy matter 
to suddenly get a night policeman by 
rin<ing up central at the telephone 
office.

SUICIDE FIGHTS 
NIAGARA WATERS 


Repentant Too Late, He Was 
Swept to Death Before the 
Eyes of Spectators.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., July 1.—Dis- 
tracted by pain, James A. Gibson, 45 
years old, a prominent insurance man of 
Buffalo, ended his life by leaping into 
the rapids from Goat Island Bridge. Re- 
morseful when he struck the water Gib- 
son struggled desperately to live. His 
plunges and gesticulations attracted a 
crowd, who rushed in every direction for 
a life line. When tie line was finally 
procured it was thrown over the bridge, 
but Gibson, weakened by his exertions, 
loosened his grasp, and was swept along 
in the mad rush of water only a few 
feet away from the brink of the mighty 
cataract. The man was tossed onto a 
rock, and, still conscious, he made a 
last effort to save himself. There was 
no possibility of rescue, however, and in 
a few seconds he was lifted bodily from 
the bowlder by the current, tossed into 
the air a few feet and Into the falls. 
His body has not yet been recovered. 
Before taking the fatal jump Gibson 
threw his hat into the water and left 
his coat on the walk of the bridge. In 
the coat was found an envelope, en the 
back of which was written: ‘']l stand the 
aches and pains no longer. I fear that 
I shall never be well. Let me go before 


l lose my mind entirely.’’ The note was 
not addressed to any one. 


ENGLISH PRINCE LAUDS 
CLAY TARGET NOVELTY, 


LONDON, July 1—A system of inani- 
mate bird shooting, which has been 
warmly approved by the Prince of 
London Shooting Scheol, Hendon. 

The invention consists of five trans 
from which the ‘birds’ are propelled at 
unknown angles over a lawn, which is 
divided into three semicircular divisions. 
The ‘birds’’ when ‘killed’’” must fall in 
one of these, and those which fall near- 
est to the traps score the highest num- 
ber of points. 

There is said to be no other system of 
trap-shooting, either live or inanimate 
which gives quick and accurate shooting 
an oppertunitv of scoring more points 
than when the birds are slightly hit at 
long distances. The new invention 
should cauSe more excitement, and in- 
troduce a better element of sport than 
that possessed by the ordinary methad.

ing School, by one of the Prince of 
Wales’ ecuarries, says: “His Royal 
Highness would be very glad if a sub- 
stitute fer vigeon shooting from the tran 
could be found.

“His Royal Highness has never shot 
at a live pigeon or other bird from the 
trap, so he cannot compare your method 
with the real thing, but so far as he 
could judge of it, the substitute he saw 
on your ground seemed a very good 
one.”’

The Board of Supervisors of St. Clair 
County has determined to go after rail- 
roads that are said to be defrauding 
the county out of taxes.

USES SPECIAL TRAIN 
TO OBTAIN CHARTER 


Incorporater of Missouri Com- 
pany Adopts Extreme 
Measures. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 1.—De- 
termined to complete the incorporation 
of a company in which-he was inter- 
ested today, and missing the last train 
out of Kansas City which would get 
him here before the closing of the office 
of the Secretary of State, L. B. Ridge 
of Kansas City today chartered a spe- 
cial train to carry him from that place 
to the capital.

EXPERIMENT OM 


NEW ENGINE TYPE 


Southern Pacific Plans Loco- 
motive for New York-San 
Francisco Line. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—According 
to the Southern Pacific operating offi- 
clals, favorable progress has been made 
in the East in building for the company 
as an experiment a fireless and water- 
less locomotive. It is to weigh 200,000 
pounds and will be able to travel the 
3000 miles between New York and San 
Francisco without making a stop for 
fuel and water; at least that is what is 
expected of it. Electricity is one of the 
power agencies to be used by means of 
a nonexplosive type of internal combus- 
tion motor. 

The internal combustion engine, whic} 
will be used to generate the electricity 


that operates the motors, though car- 
ried along with the train, does not itself 
operate the drivers. Its action is on 
what is known as the four-stake cycle 
There is a compressed air . reservoir. 
from which the power is obtained for 
starting. This gives the piston its first 
stroke when it takes in air at atmos- 
pheric pressure and temperature. The 
second stroke compresses this air to a 
high pressure and to a temperature of 
1000 F. 

The third stroke is what is known as 
the working stroke. At this point ofl 
is sprayed into this incandescent air. 
The amount of oi] that is sprayed in is 
regulated by governors. uring the 
first part of this stroke the combustion 
of this oil is carried on at a constant 
pressure for a period, which is regulated 
by the amount of oils sprayed in. The 
second part of the stroke is practically 
an expansion without transference of 
heat. The fourth stroke exhausts the 
gases.

LIGHTHOUSE FOR 
"SHIP. GRAVEYARD’ 


Engineer Will Try, Where 
Two Have Failed, to Mark 
a Danger Spot. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NORFOLK. July 1—Work on the 
foundation for the proposed lighthouse 
off the Diamond Shoals, Hatteras, wit) 
shortly begin, and this season of the 
year will be taken advantage of, since 
after the first of September the stormy 
period will have begun, which would 
interfere with the work. Unless the 
plans of Capt. Eels, the contractor, are 
changed, the caisson for the fotsndation 
will be constructed here. This was 
the case the last time an attempt was 
made to place a light at the dreaded 
shoals, but the caisson had hardly been 
gotten in position when a storm arose 
and tore the caisson to pieces in a shor: 
time, and $50,000 went into the sea. 
When the work on the lighthouse 
begins it will be the third attempt to 
place a beacon at the spot which has 
been called “the graveyard of ship- 
ing.’ Capt. Eels made the proposition 


his own expense and to maintain it for 
two years and after that time, if the 
light is still there. that he be paid.for 
his work. Congress took up the propo- 
sition and the captain is to be paid 
something like’ a million dollars if Ir 
succeeds, 

Old salts shake their heads and looa 
doubtful when the subject of a light- 
house at the shoals is broached. Two 
former attempts proved dismal and cost- 
ly failures and the last mearly resulted 
in the loss of ten lives. The men were 
on the caisson when the storm arose 
and they were rescued with difficulty. 

Experienced mariners say that the 
sands at the shoals are so treacherous 
and are continually shifting that they 
do not see how any permanent founda- 
tion can be had. Even at the calmest sea- 
son of the year there is quite a sea on 
at the shoals, and it is said by those 
who have lived at PBatteras that the 
lighthouse on the shore has been grad- 
vally sinking, showing the character of 
the beach.

STOCK MARKETS 
STILL. IMPROVING 


Trading Has Been More Active 
During the Week and Senti- 
ment Is Optimistic 


WALL STREET HIGHER 


Foreign Situation Is Disturb- 
ing, but Causes Ofily Mod- 
erate Selling.

The week in speculative and invest- 
ment circles has been all that could 
be asked for from the most optimistic 
of bulis, as stock values in both the 
local and Eastern market have felt 
the affect of an improved demand. 
Although local securities have not ad- 
vanced proportionately with the Wall 
street list this is causing little com- 
ment in local financial circles, as it is 
a well-known fact that Wall street in- 
variably sets the example either in an 
advance or a decline, and the minor 
markets of the comntry follow later. 
ibis is invariably the case with local 
Securities, two weeks or a month usu- 
ally elapsing after a strong upward 
movement has started in the East be- 
fore the effect is felt here. Conse- 
quently local brokers, in the face of the 
present rise on Wall street, are looking 
for an improved speculation in local 
stocks a little later on.

There has been only one feature in 
the general market situation the past 
week that was unfavorable, namely 
the growing signs of an approaching 
revolution in Russia, and through the 
fear of this development stocks on 

Wall street lost a large percentage of 
their earlier gains in the closing days 
of the week. Just what effect a revo- 
lution in Russia would have in the 
markets of the world is a hard ques- 
tion to answer. But Owing to the fact 
that France alone holds approximately 
$2,000,000,000 in Russian securities it is 
plain to be seen that a panic might 
easiiy be precipitated on the Paris 
Bourse if conditions became so grave in 
Russia as to cause securities holders 
to take fright and throw over their 
holdings. This would cause forced gell- 
ing in the London market by Paris 
houses, and London in turn would sell 
American securities to protect their 
home securities, and this selling would, 
no doubt, cause a sentimental decline 
on Wall street. Technically a revolu- 
tion in Russia should have little more 
than a passing effect on American se- 
curities, and should ultimately prove a 
big bull card. As the development of 
Russia under a more liberal form of 
government would be one of the most 
important events in the history of the 
world, and would naturally mean the 
exportation from the United States of 
enormous supplies of all kinds, which 
would add largely to the wealth and 
prosperity of this country.

All in all, the general situation has re- 
mained highly favorable during the 
weekly period. Money continues ex- 
ceedingly easy in all financial centers, 
Railroad earnings, as compé@red to the 
Same periods in 1904, are showing 
healthy increases. The crop situation 
on the whole remains favorable, al- 
though complaints are general in some 
sections. These are, however, at the 
present time attributed to speculators 
in grain and cotton and not to any ex- 
tensive genuine damage. The Equitable 
scandal has for the time belng lost its 
force as a market factor. And it is ap- 
parent that the airing of this unset- 
ting controversy before the public ts a 
thing of the past. Lawson has not 
been heard from for some time, as the 
market has been in a sold-out condi- 
tion, and he realizes that his utter- 
ances would fall on a deaf ear.

WHEAT PRICES 
AWAIT NEW CROP 


Cash Grain Market Is Depend- 
ent Upon Suitable Thresh- 
ing Weather. 


RUSSIAN REVOLT FACTOR

Corn Stores Low and Price 
Advancing at Every Turn 
of Market. 


Cash wheat prices for the next 10 
days or two weeks are entirely a weath- 
er proposition. The option prices have 
been on a weather basis for several 
weeks and: still are and will be so until 
the spring wiiceat is past the ualigel 
point. But the opuons are uependen 
upon the weather inerely a8 lo eect vi 
the yield, while the cash wheat is de- 
pendent upon the weather as to the 
threshing and movement. That part O1 
the wheat crop that will make we im- 
mediate prices has been cut and its 
yield is a matter for record only. Jt 
it comes into the market freely as it 
should, cash prices will shrink. If it 

held from the threshing !nagphines 
by constant, showers, the prices V ] re- 
main near the present standard. 

Wednesday 14 cars of new wheat was 
sold on the local market for % and %& 
cents. Thursday 25 cars brought 9144c 
to 96c. Friday 60 cars at 92c to 944c. 

There has been a good yield of winter 
wheat. That is certain. The almost 
unanimous opinion is that it is great 
enough to make the cash price come 
down to the July option by the end of 
the month. The close Friday was 854¢c 
in St. “Louis, 935%c in Chicago and 8344c 
in Kansas City. It would be very bad 
weather hve § that would hold free ar- 
rivals off until the end of July—some- 
thing that is not expected by either 
bulls or bears. 

A Southeastern miller last week sold 
25,00 bushels of new wheat at 89c, to be 
delivered in St. Louls by July 12. He 
said the price would net the growers Sle 
at his elevator, but that was too high 
for his use, as he cou'd not sell the 
flour. 

“There ought to be arrivals of at least 
~,000 bushels of new wheat by 
Wednesday when the Exchange opens 
after the Fourth, and more than 500,000 
bushels to arrive next week,’’ said one 
grain man on the prospect. “With the 
weather fit, that Is not an extravagant 
estimate and it will not brin new 
wheat below 90c.”’ Then he added: 

“There are lots of holes for the new 
grain. The millers are waiting for it 
and they need it and the elevators need

Spring Wheat Doubtful. 


The spring wheat is the speculative 
feature of the crop now. Thursday 
when the sun was shining over most 
of the Northwest, a large handler of 
spring wheat telegraphed, ‘“‘Let us alone 
for a few days to enjoy the sunshine 
end we will promise a big yield.”’ 

The speculators looked upon the meéa- 
sage as optimistic, the Northwestern 
Miller crop review and fhe Minnesota 
State report both noted damage from 
rust and rank growth and backward 
development. The speculators are spec- 
ulating, at least the bullish ones, on 
serious interruptions to the sunshine, 
which has béen badly needed for a 
week or more. 


Bussia as a Factor. 


A serious factor of the news of the 
week was the Russian revolt at Odessa 
and the probable burning of the ocean- 
loading evelators there, together with 
between six and eight million bushels of 
wheat, all of which would have gone 
to Europe and England. 

Russia has been a heavy exporter of 
wheat, her shipments running from 16,- 
000,000 bu in 1904 to 55,000,000 bu in 1900, 
those years being extremes, with the 
excepiion of the present year, when 
the country has been stripped to raise 
money for the war and more than 1650,- 
000,000 bu exported. How serious the 
interruption of these shipments may be 
is shown in the following letter from a 
Liverpool agent to a Chicago broker. 
It has a pronounced bullish tone, but 
it represents a feeling. Should Russia 
have a revolution and the people there 
hold onto the wheat to be sure of some- 
thing to eat, the effect on Liverpool 
= o can be estimated. 

The letter was written > 
Odessa outbreak. It ig: ee 

“Speculative offerings have com- 
menced in new crop Manitoba wheat 
and some No. 1 northern has been sold 
for October and November shipment at 
prices equal to about 93% to 94c c. i. f 
We consider the price too low and a 
wood investment purchase in view of 
the. general position of wheat in the 
United Kingdom, and apart entirely 
from the disquieting aspect of European 
politics. We shall require, however, all 
the wheat we can get toward the ‘end 
of the year, as supplies here will run 
down to a low ebb before new wheat 
comes in in any volume. It looks to us 
as if reserves all over Europe as well as 
in America will be the smallest for some 
years. The heavy Russian shipments 
we look upon as the result of he war 
and believe that that country will ex- 
haust her supplies as never before in 
her history in her efforts to get money 
Peace would, we think, in the first in- 
stance, check this large overflow. In- 
dia is beginning to ship more freely. but 
a good deal will depend on the breaking 
of the monsoon, which is important for 
good crops. The general feeling here is 
becoming more bullish and in our opin- 
ion warrants the far-off futures. to 
coine closer to the spot values. Millers 
generally have moderate stocks. and 
any serious failure to America's crops 
would cause a smart advance here.” 


The Corn Shortage. 

Corn is high and has a tendency to 
advance, despite the fact that every 
report shows favoratle growth of the 
crop which was planted late. The 
promise now is for a good yield. but 
the visible supply last week showed a 
decrease of 13,000 bu, against an increase 
of 311,000 bu for the same week last 
year, The receipts have been hardly 
equal to the demand and the reserve 
is only 2,908,000 bu, against 6,434,000 bu 
last year. 

No. 2 white corn brought a fraction 
over 5S6c in the cash market last week. 

Here is a Chicago corn bull's view of 
the situation: 

“In accordance with data furnished by 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, the total production of corn in 
(‘nited States the past 10 years was 21,- 
202,827,000, Or a yearly average of 2,120.- 
283,000 bushels. On March 1, 1905. ac- 
cording to United States Department 
of Agriculture the reserve of corn in 
farmers’ hands was 954,000,000 bushels. 
Deducting this amount from thé total 
production for 10 years gives us 20,349.- 
000,000 bushels, which, divided by 120, 
the number of months tn 10 years, gives 
us a result of 169,000,000 bushels, which 
must be the average per month the past 
0 years, Or 2,025,000,000 bushels yearly. 
From March 1 to July 1 is four months,

jn preparing additional plants for ‘ne 
work. Should the people be willing to 
spend but $40,000,000 a year in new con- 
struction, the program would take 
about twenty-five years to bring to a 
conclusion. 

After such a fleet was in commission 
it would cost about $250,000,000 a year 
maintenance, or something more 
than the present cost of the army and 
navy combined. We would be obliged 
to spend upon such a navy between 
two and one-half and three billions 
of dollars each decade. It wou!d entail 
the training of at least 590,000 seamen, 
with their officers. 

There is no probability at present 
that the naval experts will be in po- 
sition to get this enormous fleet. But 
it is the naval idea—the end to which 
the naval men are moving.

NATION'S WEAK YOUTH 
FOOD FOR DISEASE. 


Experts Say Troops Now in 


Uniform Succumb Easily to 
the Maladies That Follow 
Armies in the Field. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York Werld. 

LONDON, July 1.—The official statis- 
tics showing that more than half the 
British army is in hospital in the 
course of a single year, have a n-st 
important besring on the question of 
national defence and national physique. 

A well-known military officer, {n an 
interview yesterday, described the fig- 
ure as “terribly significant and most 
disquieting.’’ 

“Perhaps the gravest feature,” re 
said, “‘is that the whdle question of 
voluntary enlistment is affected by thi: 
deplorably low standard of phy-:ique 
of the natien generally and British sol- 
diers in particular. 

“Of the. men who offer themselves 
for military service every year nearly 
half are rejected py the medical of- 
ficers. In 1903 there were 60,861 recruits, 


@ 
but only 29,575 were acce>ted. 


, These figures, bear in mind, take no 
account of the very large number of 
men who want to join the army, but 
whom the recrtiting sergeants will not 
even look at, well knowing them to 
be so manifestly unfit for service that 
it would be a waste of time to take 
them before the doctors. 


‘There would be no dearth of recruits 
if all who offered were ph sically sound 
enough to pass the medical examination. 
With a yearly quota of 60,000 men, the 
number at present forthcoming, there 
would never be any scarcity of soldiers 
if it were not for the fact that so many 
have to be rejected. 

“This army of chronic invalids is the 
best the nation can produce. Thew are 
the picked men of the country, though 
they are feeble tn constitution and easily 
succumb to disease. Such as they are, 
these few chosen from the many are tre 
wheat winnowed from the chaff 

“The rejections have been steadily ‘n- 
creasing for some years past. Ten years 
ago they were about 3! per evont, or 
one in three. Now gue in ever: two is 
rejecteu, and slelvy fer medical reasons. 

“These rejections are on account ot 
defects thai indicate posr physica! de- 
velopment in the class from which the 
military are largely recruited. The de 
fects are defic'«ncies lu weight and chest 
measurement, weak constitutions® dis- 
esos ine.dentsal to gereral debility, and 
unsound orgals. Flat-feet and bad teeth 
are als» fruitfvl causes, the !atter in- 
creasingly so. proving that the feod 

eaten ty the tren is uuwholeseme, and 
that their daily life is ruinous to their 
health. 

“Plainly, the situation is alarming, and 
it is a pity that the rcocert Committee 
on Physical Degeneration w- ” not more 
ready to peKnowledge eeveptsd tracts,

LITTER AND BRACKEN 
ABLAZE ON CHAT MOSS.

LIVERPOOL, July 1.—Chat Moss,

Three years’ stock of moss litter, 
belonging to the Griendtsvein Moss 
Litter Co, which was stacked near 
Astley Station, caught fire, and soon 
became a sheet of flame 400 yards in 
length.

Illinois Statute Forbidding Re- 
marriage Within a Year 
After Divorce Effective. 


LICENSE CLERK’S WOES 


Lawyers Say Law Applies to 
Those Hereafter Divorced 
—Clerk Disputes Them. 


Just where to draw the line in follow- 
ing the instructions of a recent Illinois 
statute which bars divorced persons 
from marrying within one year of their 
legal separation, is a problem which is 
giving George Caughlan, the marriuge 
license clerk of East St. Louis, all he 
cares to think about at one time. 
“Bright and early yesterday morning-— 
July 1 to be exact—there appeared be- 
fore Clerk Caughlan a young couple 
who gave the names. of Sam Long, age 
23, and Miss Mink, age 19. 

While they were expressing their de- 
sire to get a marriage license Caugh- 
lan’s eye roamed over the calendar and 
recalled to his mind that only July 1 
the new statute discouraging hasty re- 
marriages went into effect. 

Neither of the individfials bore the 
marks of a stormy matrimonial ven- 
ture, but Caughlan was taking no 
chances. In response to a pointed query 
Miss Mink ‘fessed up that she had at 


one time been Mrs. Charles Peters, but 
having been married once she added 
that she knew no reason why = she 
should not again embark if she chose. 

Caughian then explained the new 
statute which barred those from mar- 
rying again who had been divorced 


within a vear of the application for a|! 


license. 

As the Circuit Court had within the 
past 10 days freed Miss Mink from irK- 
some marriage bonds and restored her 
maiden name, the clerk refused to is- 
sue a license, but stated that he was 
ypen to argument. The couple departed 
and returned with a lawyer, who in- 
sisted that the statute applied only to 
those who shall hereafter be divorced 
and seek to remarry. 

Other lawyers dropped in, and at 
closing time had not reached a_ decision 
in which they could all agree. Caughian 
stood firm and refused to issue a permit 
yesterday, and says he will continue to 
do so until the tangle has been straight- 
ened out.

“The remainder of the evening was spent in futile at- 
tempts to take her life. Feeling a burning sensation an 
hour after taking the oxalic acid she asked for something 
else. I was prepared. We had made all our arrangements, 
so that if one method or agent.failed we would have 
I put the iodine on the table. She swallowed it. 
It made her sick and had no

“Desperate, but determined to die, because of her great 
happiness and love, she asked me to pour out some wood 
aleohol which we had been usifg in a little stove in the 
room. She drank it, but for the third time there came 
the sickness and no result, 

“‘I'll keep my part of the compact and go first,’ I said, 
But she would not listen to this. She cried and passionate- 
ly implored me to wait until I had seen that she had gone 
to wait for me. 

“Congenting to her importuniti¢s, and at her request, I 
borrowed 50 cents from the clerk at the cigar stand and 
going to a nearby drug store purchased some carbolic acid. 
When I returned Florence wanted to take it at once, but 
I suggested that she wait until morning: and by that time 
she — be well enough #0 that it would take effect

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other good-night, we retired and slept, | 

“Monday morning I awoke at 5 o’clock: Florence was 
still asleep. I roused her and told her that if she was still 
of the same mind and desired to carry out her intention the 
time had come, as a telegram would no doubt soon be re- 
ceived from home asking the hotel people to prevent the 
carrying out of the plan. I did the same with the carbolic 
acid that I had with the other, pouring it out in a sherry 
glass and placing it on the table and drawing the table 
to the edge of the bed. Florence seemed to have a horror 
of the burning qualities of the acid, and I told her it was 
not yet too late and I would keep my part of the compact 
and go first. 

“She had begged and implored me a number of times to 
let her go first, as she did not want to see me die, and ‘cried 
bitterly to think that when I took the poison she could 
not attend to me, I told her not to mind, that it didn’t 
matter what became of me, anyway. She then braced up 
and told me that she wauld die happys-that, she wag en- 

tirely willing to go; that her home life had been unhappy, 
and that she would bless the day she was placed besidg 
her papa. Before taking the acid she aaked me to kiss her 
good-by and say a:little prayer for her, which I did. After 
that she crawled to the edge of the bed and pushed the 
table where the glass was resting within easy reach, Be- 
fore putting the acid to her lips she held it for almoat five 
minutes, and I repeated these words to hér, as near as 
possible as I remember them: 

“Go, little girl; be brave, because the time is getting 
well advanced. But if you don’t care to take it I'll take we 
first.’ ‘- 

“She said no more, but immediately put the acid, te hr 
lips, drank it rather slowly, asked for the towel and juss 
whispered ‘Good-by." I got a towel with a little water.ai 
the end to wipe away the stain at the edge of her lips. “I 
told her I would keep my promise and remained to c’d®e 
her eyes and mouth. I could barely hear the words, ‘I 
die happy,’ and after that I dom’t suppose she heard any- 
thing more that I said. 

“It seemed almost an hour to me before I finally co4- 
cluded she was no more. I sat by her side and read the 
paper while I waited. She suffered great agony, her slight 
form being racked with convulsions, Finally I conceived 
that all was over. I straightened the clothes, kissed her 
forehead and left the room.”

Pretty, trusting, loving Florence Groves at last lay stiil 
in death. She had gone to a brighter land where she beé- 
lieved that all is life and love, without end. She had gone 
in the spirit of which the Persian tentmaker sang:

“There are some 200 Americans

most of the Americans are convicted of being short in 
their accounts while holding office as district treasurers, 
etc., and all of them were convicted under the severe Span- 
ish code. 

“This old code reflects the Philippine attitude toward 
crime. Murder, of course, is a great offense, but it has not 
been so heavily penalized as political offenses—treason, se- 
dition and the like. Among the Moros convicted murderers 
have always been sentenced to slavery under the Sultans 
and Dattos, but now that slavery is forbidden they are 
sent to the prison at Billibid. ee

“Murder is infrequent in the Philippines, and especially 
among the Moros. Of course, they sometimes kill Ameri- 


can ‘soldiers, but they are not much given to murdering _ 


other Moros whom they dislike or whose removal would be 
of advantage to them. Murders of the sort classed here 
as murders of the first degree are almost unknown over 
there.

God knows I am crazy, but it is the craziness to make good the 


chance the generous people of the West have given me to put one spike more into that rap- 
idly-nearing-completion coffin of the ‘‘Standard Oil’’ and the ‘‘System,’’ and I am proud of it. 


HOMAS W. LAWSON’S reputation invaded the West 

T many years ago, but Mr. Lawson himself follows now 

for the first time. The West has heard much of him 

and seen nothing. It nas duly read and digested what 

was printed of Lawson when the New York Yacht. Clib 

refused to permit his yacht Independence to assist in the 

defense of the America Oup. It well remembers the 
$30,000 Lawson pink. 

It has read “Frenzied Finance” with such avidity that 
Norman Hapgood, recently writing of Lawson in Collier’s 
said: “All the United States west of New York belongs 
to Lawson. The West believes in him.” It is true that 
the West knows Lawson very well, albeit it has never seen 
him. 

Lawson is an irrepressible. He is like Roosevelt and 
Emperor William. He is happiest when he is stirring 
things up. The West likes that type. It likes a man who 
“cuts loose” once in a while. It likes brains with muscles 
in them. Lawson’s fearlessness, his pugnacity, his au- 
dacity, his walking up and down Wall street with a chip 
on his shoulder, his wonderfully graphic style of writing, 
wherein the sledge hammer of rhetoric fairly thumps upon 
one’s brain and where charges are made so strong that the 
reader is convinced that they must be true, else were they 
libelous and the undoing of the writer—all this sort of 
thing has made Lawson a big man in the West. A vast 
majority see in him a corrective medium which does the 
double good of intimidating the over-bold whose prey is 
the people and of educating the people into an under- 
standing of some dangers against which they have been 
defenseless because they did not understand the point and 
plan of attack. 

Lawson is a literary genius. Some of the best authori- 
ties of our day have attested to it enough to arouse us to 
a realization of it, even had we been too slow of wit to 
have observed it ourselves. Alfred Henry Lewis is one 
of the most brilliant writers in America. Here is what. he 
says in Human Life: 


The victory of Mr. Lawson's ‘Frenzied Finance’ is not 
wholly due to the story he tells. It is the way in which he 
tells it that holds a listening nation, and his triumph is a 
triumph of style. He enchants by a phrase, strikes spell- 
bound with a metaphor. There is a flash and a sweep and 
a rush that would become a Macaulay. His pages are cas- 
cades of purest English, lucid and glittering, to hold one 
and convince one like a charm. It is as though one looked 


through a telescope—the past scems the present, the remote. 


becomes the near. The tale told is powerful; and yet in 
hands less gifted it would be no more than is the unbarked 
log of mahogany. Mr. Lawson takes the log and his genius 
carves it and polishes it Into a finished creation of beauty. 

It is ink-magic, the incantation of a pen. What is heavy 
he makes light. The leaden dullness of figures he brightens 
till they shine out like stars. I have thought as I read that 
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under the transforming genius of the Lawson touch the mul- 
tiplication table might be made to sound like a verse from 
Herrick. There has been nothing to match with it of ink- 
and-paper sort for a recent half century, and the reader, 
hypnotized by the author, carries a load of material that 
would break the back of a pack mule, thinking it feather- 
light. Altogether, a marvelous performance is ‘‘Frenzied 
Finance,” more from its manner than from the devouring 
flame of interest that it kindles. 

Lawson writes with a pencil upon large, loose ‘sheets of 
paper, which he covers in a bold hand, very rapidly, writ- 
ing upon the arm of his chair and scattering the pages all 
about him. 


“Lawson of Boston,” as he calls himself, is an American 
of Scandinavian descent. He is both mentally and physi- 
cally a giant. He began his business career as a 10-year 
old messenger boy in a Boston bank at $3 a week. He be- 
gan operating upon the stock market when he was less 
than 20. Wonderful shrewdness marked his career from 
the beginning\, When he was 18 he engineered a bear at- 
tack upon thejstock of the Cincinnati, Sandusky & Cleve- 
land Railroad And cleared $60,000. A month later he lost 
all but $159 of his fortune in a Boston Water Power stock 
speculation. 


Lawson didn’t grieve. He celebrated. He gave a big 
dinner to his friends at a Boston hotel. When he paid the 
check he had $4 left. He gave it to the head waiter. The 
next day he began over again without a cent. He was 
indomitable. He is today. 

Lawson is coming to the West at a moment when his 
career is touching its most spectacular heights, for noth- 
ing else that he has written is so dramatic as the last 
chapter of “Frenzied Finance” in Everybody’s. It cannot 
fail to make a tremendous impression, both fur what is 
written and the way in which it is written. 

Lawson relates what happened on the inside when the 
big coup in Amalgamated was pulled off. He went to the 
Standard Oil people for his share of the flotation profits, 
and, to emphasize his charge that these people are so 
given to preying that even their confederates are not ex- 
empt, he charges that they tried to defraud him out of 
his share of the profits. The following paragraphs are his 
relation of what passed between himself and Henry H. 
Rogers: 

“There's the account, Lawson.’ He laid on the table in 
front of me an oblong piece of paper. On it were some 
lines of words followed by other lines of figures. That was 
all. 1 spread it out carefully between my two hands and 
bent over it.. At the first glance I caught the balance—it 
was a little less than two millions and a half. At once the 
other lines upon the sheet became a crimson blur. Into my 
mind rushed an avalanche of figures and facts which proved 
i-resistibly that I should have read nine millions in place of 
the numbers that were burning themselves into my brain. 
But what if it were rightly but two and a half millions, and 
the great sum on which all my market movements had 
been predicated was a hideous miscalculation? 

Then inevitably was I hopelessly bankrupt, or saved from 
that only to find my neck irrevocably caught in the “Stand- 
ard Oil’ noose. I tried flercely to steady my nerves. to 
arrest the stampeding terrors that had broken loose in 
my brain. There fitted into my mind a feverish memory 
of the hideous procession of Thursday’s midnight vigil. 1 
fiercely asseverated to myself, “I must be cool, I must, I 
must!’ But all my resolutions went as goes the powder 


when touched by the match. In an instant nothing in the 
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feet, kicked over the chair, and with an exclamation which 
was half yell, half imprecation, I stuck the paper under Mr. 
Rogers’ eyes. 

On the balance line I beat a tattoo with my trembling fore- 
finger. Then I caught my voice. Heaven knows what I 
said, for all barriers were down and a flood-tide of rage, 
overwhelming, terrific, swept my being. There was no 
chance for Mr. Rogers to answer or interrupt me. Suddenly 
I became conscious that I was saying: “Am I to under- 
stand that this is final? Is this what I get for my cursed 
work?” My voice as I heard it was strange—a hoarse hiss— 
and the words fell on my ear like a death sentence. “No, by 
—, no!” I sprang between him and the door. 

‘Lawson, in the name of God, stop for a second; there is 
some mistake; I see there is some mistake, some ter- 
rible blunder that they have made upstairs. Don’t 
utter another word. Give me that paper and I'll take 
it to Mr. Rockefeller. He will see what is wrong; 
he and I'll go over it together and you shall have 
what’s right. I will be back in a few minutes and I swear 
to you you shall have your full share. Yes, I swear to you 
you shall have what you say is right, even if it takes every 
dollar of the profits, every dollar.”’ 

I handed him the paper without a word. He was out of 
the room instanter. I heard gates bang and knew he had, 
as he promised, ‘“‘gone upstairs.” I locked the door and 
waited. I shall never forget the racking torture of that 
interval. Suddenly the door knob clicked and I jumped to 
my feet to admit Mr. Rogers. In his hand was the paper. 
fingers and devoured its contents. It was the same sheet, 
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the same word ‘balance,’ but underneath the old figures 
was a line, below which appeared a new set of ciphers. 
showing just a fraction under five millions of dollars. tin 
I had eyes for it alone. I took it from his outstretched 
the brief interval of minutes my balance had doubled. 

We were both emotionally excited—I from relief at escap- 
ing the clutches of the dread helliof which for certain ma 
ments I had felt the flaming grasp, he because of the sudden 
degrading realization that he had attempted to perpetrate 
on a faithful comrade in arms a cowardly and contemptible 
piece of treachery. 

Some years have elapsed since this episode, but a thou- 
sand times I suppose the scene has arisen to rack Henry H. 
Rogers with bitter memories of his baseness. The severest 
punishments are not those that we mortals inflict on our 
fellows whom for violation of our little earthly laws we 
clap in stripea iis and shackle with steel bracelets. What 
are striped suiis which imprint no mark on the body of the 
wearer, or a cropped head which recovers its normal growth 
in the passing of a few days, or handcuffs that any black- 
smith can strike off at a blow, in comparison with the ever- 
recurring torture of the white-hot iron with which God sears 
the hearts and brains of those sinners whose wrong-doing is 
beyond human retribution? What memories of prison and 
disgrace are comparable with the exquisite suffering of the 
yundetected criminal who in the dark watches of the night 
pores over the bitter scroll of his delinquencies? When 
Henry H. Rogers reads the record I have set down here 
of his especially faithless and degrading action, he will suf- 
fer infinitely more than did I for the loss of the gold he and 
his associates so meanly filehed. Nor will the knowledge 
of the seven and a half score of millions marshaled ready at 
his nod abate one jot or tittle of the measure of his humi!- 
iation and shame. 

The audacity of Lawson's latest attacks upon the money 
kings and big insurance companies would be amazing if 
it were not that the people know much of it to be true and 
are in a mood to credit the whole. It has heen said again 
and again of Lawson's exposures that he is telling the peo 
ple nothing new, which is probably true; but he is stirring 
them up, and if what Apvalleges of evil is true, then good 
must come of the agitation. It is quite evident to the av- 
erage reader, knowing nothing of affairs in these high 
places of finance, that if Lawson’s detailed accusations 
against Standard Oil were untrue, and if his direct charge 
against certain big insurance companies that they practice 
fraud and trickery are false, then Lawson, a multi-mil- 
lionaire, who is an inviting subject of attack, for one really 
libeled, is answerable for some great libels. But none calls 
upon him to answer, and Lawson is well aware how tre- 
mendously this silence increases his prestige and strength- 
ens the people’s faith in him. 

Lawson does not mince words in his latest chapter, 
wherein he aligns Henry Clay Frick, the biggest of the 
new financial figures in Wall street, with Standard Oil. 
Lawson says: “Few of those who note his girth and bulk 
and the wonders he performs dream that this man is but 
the latest manifestation of Henry H. Rogers.” He says 
that in time Frick will be cast aside by Rogers and that 
some successor will be put through the same legerde- 
main,

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HE great Montezuma Indian 
mound, one of the finest in 
the Mississippi Valley, has 
just been opened by St. 
Louisans, and great is the 
treasure. So remarkable _ is 
the find, inquiries for partic- 

ularg have come from many American institu- 
tions and individuals, including Prof. W. H. 
Holahes, Chief of the American Smithsonian. 
a wagon load of flint and bone implements have 
been hauled from an Illinois river steamer at 
the foot of Washington avenue out to the Mis- 
souri Historical Society’s rooms at Sixteenth 
and Locust streets. They constitute the great- 
est find ever made in a single mound in the ‘vi- 
cinity of St. Louis. 

The Montezuma mound has been known for 
long, but’ until now it had never been explored. 
Mr..D. I. Bushnell Sr., a St. Louis archeologist, 
recently secured permission to open it. Accom- 
panied by Dr. W. F. Parks of St. Louis, he went 
up to Montezuma upon the steamer Bald Eagle 
and engaged a force of men to open the mound. 
At a depth of 28 feet the workmen uncovered 
a cist or tomb, 15x23 feet. From this they took 
five’ skeletons, 1095 flint implements, 22 bone 
implements, a sacred seashell and a quantity of

bluffs of the Illinois River. It is quite close to 

the edge of the bluff, and is within plain and 
striking view from the river. It is one of the finest of 
the Illinois River mounds, of which there are many thow- 
sands, the bluffs of the Illinois carrying an almost un- 
broken succession of them from end to end of this ben::t ful 
river. It is quite plain that here was one of the {.,orite 
places of the Indian. He lived here in grea’ numbers 
for a long period of time, and he has left here a heritage 
in works and relics which is unequaled in a: y other part 
of the United States. 

There are many people in St. Louis and its environs that 
count the exploration of these ancient works the most 
delightful of studies, Mr. Bushnell is one of these. He is 
a wealthy seed merchant of St. Louis. Archeology is his 
only hobby. 

It was Mr. Bushnell’s love for this sort of thing that 
resulted in the wonderful discovery at the Montezuma

any disappointment the enterprise might yield. 
expected to find little or nothing. Digging in mounds is a 
lottery. One may-dig 50 big ones without finding anything 
worth while, and again one may dig in just on small 
one and find treasure worth hundreds, or even thousands, 
of dollars. 

Mr. Bushnell’s workmen dug a trench penetrating to the 
center of the mound. The earth upon the bluff tops is soft 
and easily spaded at this season, and at the end of the 
first day the work had gone down 20 feet. Nothing was 


found. Resuming the next morning the workmen went 


down another eight feet, when they encountered the cist, 
or tomb. This had been made of heavy timber. The logs 
had decayed, but the size and shape of the cist could be 
easily marked. 

The occurrence of such a tomb :n an Illinois River mound 
is rare enough to promise treasure. The workmen proceed- 
ed cautiously, and there were taken from the tomb, one 
after the other, five skeletons. Simultaneously with the 
discovery of these, the gentlemen watching the workers 
observed a series of bone implements about the edges of 
the cist. These were so placed as to indicate that they had 
been thrust in bet wegn the logs of the tomb, possibly after 
burial. 

Twenty-two of them in all were found, some of them the 
finest of their kind ever taken from a mound in the vicinity 
of St. Louis. The longest of them is 16 inches. Some of 
them are as pointed as rapiers, They appear to have been 
made from the leg bones of deer and elk, the bones of these 
creatures being remarkable for their hardness. 

One may imagine the delight of the archeologists with 
the discovery of these splendid relics, which are valuable in 
addition to their worth as relics for the light they throw 
upon the skill of the Indians as makers of primitive im- 
plements. Indeed, the sharpness and length of some of 
them almost wins one to the conclusion that they were 
used as weapons. If this surmise is true, the aborigines 
were themselves working out the solution c. close hand-to- 
hand fighting—the sword. There are a dozen or so imple- 
ments in the lot from the Montezuma Mound which are 
sharp enough and long enough to have run a man through 
and through, if the right men handled them. 

But this fine discovery was easily surpassed within the 
next few minutes, when the workmen discovered that. the 
floor of the tomb was paved with flint implements. They 
lay, flat side down, in such regularity that the spades 
fairly slid over them as the dirt was removed. The num- 
ber of them became astounding. They were picked up and 
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thrown out of the trench, one by one, until the count 
reached 1095. 

All of them are quite similar, being perch-shaped, in the 
way peculiar to a certain type of Indian flints. The oc- 
currence of so many of them in one mound .is unprecedent- 
ed in the country around St. Louis. They constitute a 
veritable wagon load of flints. Most of them are white, a 
few ted and many white streaked with red. They are all 
about the size pi the hand. | 

A sacred seashell and a number of beads, mostly shell 
and some of them very large, ended the discoveries, An 
interesting observation was that the skeletons for the 
most part did not indicate that the men had been buried in 
the flesh. They showed conclusively that the flesh had 
been removed and the bones wrapped into a_ bundle 
before they were buried. The mound had never been 
opened before, so that this discovery could not be explained 
with the suggestion that some one had disturbed the bones 
after burial. The mound showed conclusively that this 
had not been done, but that the bones had remained there 
undisturbed from the day the wooden sepulcher was built — 
which means all the way from two to five hundred years 
ago. 

The explanation, perhaps, is that the bones were those 
of warriors who possibly died at the stake and whose bones 
were subsequently gathered by their fellows and given 
what in their primitive custom corresponds to modern 
Christian buria]. It is not infrequent in the Illinois Val- 
ley, where some of the great wars of the red men were 
waged, to find evidences that the warriors of that day 
were painstaking about burying their fellows. There are 
some mounds down near the mouth of the Lilinois River 
which wege found to contain nothing else but the bones of 
men whose cracked skulls, and flint-stuck bones indicated 
plainly enough that they had fallen in battle. Inasmuch as 
it was hardly a savage trait to bury fallen foes, one must 
conclude that oftentimes the comrades of the dead crept 
back to the battlefield under cover of night and removed 
the slain for burial befitting a valiant brave. 

Another interesting feature of the exploration of this 
mound is the discovery of such numbers of flints in a place 
which, so far as has been learned, is many miles distant from 
the nearest of the ancient flint quarries which the Indians 
worked. What is the significance of these flints? They 
are scarcely weapons, for they would no more serve in 
battle than so many flat stones. They were hardly do-

mestic implements, for they are too crude. Did they 
have some religious significance, and did those who buried 
the five men in the cist bring these flints from some far- 
distant quarry to serve some religious purpose at this 
burial? The indications would seen to point to some such 
solution. The nearest flint quarry of any size is at Cres- 
cent, Mo., 25 miles west of St. Louis, on the Meramec 


River. If the 1095 flints were freighted in canoes down the . 


Meramec and up the Missippi and Illinois rivers to Mon- 
tezuma, they must have. been indispensable at the burial. 
While the occurrence of so many flints and in such ar- 


rangement is the most interesting feature of the explora- 


tion of the Montezuma Mound, the 22 bone implements 
constitute the value of the find. Their length and excep- 
tional finish make them rare and priceless. The bone 
implement is not often found, and to find 22 exeeption- 
ally fine ones in a single mound doubtless means something 
which we are not able to understand. 

Perhaps the five men who were buried there were war- 
riors of great prominence in this part of the world in their 
time. Perhaps the mourners searched many a prominenre 
before they found the particular peak worthy’ to become 
the resting place of these men a long time dead. Pe: haps 
they were buried there over the pretty river with a bar- 
barian’s confidence that their undying eyes would> always 
be able to contemplate the beautiful valley and review 
whatever life might parade the river, Perhaps the straight 
bone swords, having served the dead in life, were buried 
with them that these same trusty weapons might the bet- 
ter and longer serve them against the more terrible foes of 
death. Perhaps the tomb was hedged about by them to 
repel evil spirits. Doubtless they were big Indians, mem- 
ories of whom aroused their people to go to great lengths 
to bury them in a wonderful wood tomb and to cover them 
over with a 40-foot heap of earth which must have en- 
tailed, in its building, the labor for days of an army of 
men. We may guess what weird ceremonies marked the 
burial. _— 

The big mound at Montezuma was unquestionably made 
before the first whites appeared there, for at that late day 
the Indians did not build mounds, though they did bury 
their dead in the tops and sides of the mounds already 
built. Moreover, after the French traders bartered with 
the Indians through that part of the country the red men 
quickly adapted to their own use the implements of the 
whites—from the steel rifle to the cheap metal knife.

ry. Weeks ago the Sunday Post-Dispatch re- 


lated how Ernest Thompson Seton, the 
noted naturalist and woodcraftsman, 
had organized a lot of Indian tribes 
among the Eastern boys and girls and 
was teaching them how to play Indian. 

This is the time of year for the sport, 
80 we will see what there is in it. Sup- 
pose you have made your archery out- 
fit—bow, arrows and target—as de- 
scribed in the last article, and that you 
are practicing with them every chance 
you have. The next thing to think 
about, and the most important part of 
the whole outfit, is the tepee. 

A tribe that has a good fat treasury 
can buy a tepee ready made. That is 
the simple and the quick way to do it. 
A tent 19 feet in diameter can be 
hought for about $10, a 12-foot tent for 
$12, 16-foot, $22; 20-foot, $33. 

But a tent that boys of ordinary in- 
genuity can make will answer the pur- 
pose just as well, and the idea of hav- 
ing made it yourselves will be a great 
satisfaction. Mr. Seton estimates that 
the cost of a 10-foot tepee, home-made, 
need not be more than $4. That sup- 
poses all the material to be new. One 
tribe had the good fortune to find & 
discarded piece of canvas that had 
been a stage curtain in a theater. This 
made a magnificent 18-foot tepee. An- 
other tribe, less fortunate, used pieces 
of wagon cover, Even muslin sheets 
may do so long as it does rt rain hard. 
And there are nearly always bits of 
old clotheslines and rape ends to be 
found. 

If new cloth is to be purchased, the 
khaki such as is used in thegUnited 
States Army has te advantages of be- 
ing light, strong and tolerably water- 
proof. If that cannot ba found, get 
heavy unbleached muslin or eight~ounce 
duck or a light canvas. 

How large will you make your tepee? 
That depends upon the number of 
braves you want it to accommodate. 
Make it at least 12 feet in diameter, 
even if you have only two or three 
boys. A 12-foot tent will hold three 
beds and a fireplace. Then, if two boys 
can sleep in each bed, the tent will 
accommodate six quite comfortably. But 
a 14 or a 16-foot diameter is much bet- 
ter. That gives you room to move 
around, admits of a larger fire, and 
when you have guests you can enter- 
tain them in some sort of magnificence. 

Now, with your eyes on the diagram, 
you may follow directions for making 
a 12-foot tepee. Get 33 square yards 
of cloth, the wider the better; cut it 
into strips 32 feet long and stitch them 
together, making a strong seam. The 
last strip may have to be cut down the 
center and pieced to make it 
come out right. It may be possible to 
get mother or sister to give you a lift 
on the sewing machine.

These 
loops are to stick out, one at A, one at 
B. Nine eyelets, the diameter of 4a 
lead pencil, must be worked at equa2l 
distances along this edge, just inside the 
repe. In each eyelet put aie 15-inch 
piece of rope and tie securely 
loops. It is important that all this be 
do ith great care, for here will 
come the strain during heavy winds. 

The edge A B is’simply hemmed over, 
but no rope is. put in. These two 
edges D A and C B will come to- 
gether when the tent is drawn around 
the poles. * A double rew of eyelets is 
worked along each edge so that they 
will exactly match. Make the cye- 
lets like buttonholes, long instead of 
round, each an inch long and each pair 
about 2 inches apart. These are to 
hold lacing pins the size of lead pen- 
cils. : ‘ 

Next cut out two smoke flaps from 
the corners, as shown. These should 
be hemmed all around, and little pock- 
ets sewed across the end of the smoke 
pole. 

Cut out the two V-shaped pieces, D O 
SandOTC. DO and O C are each 
six inches. Sew the smoke flaps to the 
main piece so that H K fits V D and 
we See =. 

Work a strong eyelet in each of the 
corners O R L. Through O run a 4 
foot rope. A 12-foot rope is tied at one 
end in the eyelet at R and another such 
piece in the ‘eyelet at L,. 

This completes the tepee, except the 
decoration. How to do this and also 
how to put it up and manage it will be 
told in following articles. With these 
directions anyone who can use needle 
and thread and a pair of scissors can 
make his own tent. Only make up your 
mind, then go and do it. Mr. Seton says 
Indians have a custom of dreaming and 
waiting for months before commencing 
work on a new tepee. The movh and all 
other signs have to be just right. 
That's the difference between the an- 
client Americans and the modern onés. 

Here is the way to figure the quantity 
of cloth to buy. The stitched sheet must 
be as wide as the diameter desired, and 
just twice as long. That is, for a 10- 
foot tent, 10 feet wide and 20 long; for a 
16-foot tent. 16 feet wide and 32 long. 
To find the number of square yards 
multiply this length and width and di- 
vide by nine.

miniature electric battery, and when you 
“close the circuit,” as when you make the 
two metals touch over the tip of the 
tongue, a very sifght current passes 
through the tongue, which gives the sensa- 
tion of a veculiar taste. 

If you have the zinc under the tongue 
instead of on top of it, and the silver on 
top, the taste will in each case be differ- 
ent, being slightly acid in one instance and 
alkaline in the other. It is thought by 
some that the salt fluids in the tongue are 
decomposed by the current into an acid and 
an alkali, with the above stated result. 

A somewhat similar trick may be per- 
formed with a silver spoon and aestrip of 
zinc. Put.the one as far as possible be- 
tween the lower lip and the gum, and the 
other between the upper lip and the gum.

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cA Handy Paper Bag. 
ST. LOUIS grocer is using a paper 
A bag equipped with string to close 
and tie it. An ordinary paper bag is 
augmented by an enforcing strip which is 
pasted around the upper edge, nearly en- 
circling it, leaving only a small interme- 
diate space. This strip, which may be of 
paper or textile, but, of course, preferably 
of paper. covers a piece of string the size 
and strength of which conforms to the ca- 
pacity of the bag. 

After the bag is filled the strings are 
crossed and drawn in opposite directions, 
thereby gathering the tep of the bag, after 
which the ends of the string are tied in 
any convenient manner.

_S8T. LOUIB boy who served on a 
warship has brought back home 
with him a ‘Coston Signal Holder’ 

by means of which messages and signals 
are sent at night on board ship. The hold- 
er has a metal cavity at one end which 
is filled with. chemicals which in burning 
produce light of certain colors, each succes- 
eion of colors having a significance ac- 
cording to a secret code. The chemicals 
are fired by means of a percussion cap, 
discharged by a blow of the hand. 

There is no international code of signals, 
each nation guarding its own with great 
care.

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A Step Forward in Steoladders. 


has sent to a friend a drawing of 4 
new thing in stepladders seen in the 
West. fe 
Tha ladder consists of a single stile, to 
which are secured a series of horizontal 
steps. A single prop pivoted near the up- 
per end of the stile takes the place of the 
usual dowble stile support. A cross piece 
at the foot of the stile carries diverging 
braces and insures stability by iIncreas- 
ing the base area. Theoretically no body 
can rest on more than three points at any 
one time, so that the modified tripod step- 
ladder fulfills this fundamental require- 
ment.
